Mastery  of  a strange  instrument  in  a short  time  is  the 
problem  which  confronts  every  touring  organist.  Mr.  An- 
ton Heiller,  Viennese  organist  who  presented  a memorable 
concert  last  evening  on  the  Joseph  Smith  Memorial  organ, 
demonstrated  that  he  had  not  only  complete  mastery  of 
the  organ  but  a thorough  understanding  of  the  music  and 
great  sensitivity  to  the  aesthetic. 


PERHAPS  THE  BEST  proof  was  his  rendition  of  the 
Bach  “Trio  Sonata  in  C Major”  which  for  most  was  an  in- 
candescent experience.  The  lines  of  the  highly  contrapuntal 
'composition  were  enhanced  by  the  Baroque  registration 
which  emphasized  the  upper  partials  and  by  the  delicate 
and  subtle  phrasing  which  infused  the  work  with  light.  The 
clarity  and  incisiveness  achieved  was  of  the  utmost  pleasure 
to  the  listeners.

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Also  notable  for  mastery  of  the  organ  and  understand- 
ing of  the  music  was  his  performance  of  the  “Fantasy  and 
Fugue,  Opus  52,”  by  Max  Reger,  at  best  a problematic  work 
for  organists.  The  frequently  thick  textures  in  low  registers 
present  difficult  problems  because  the  stops  must  be  care- 
fully selected  to  avoid  muddiness.  Mr.  Heiller  again  achiev- 
ed clarity,  and  the  piece  was  full  of  beautiful  and  contrast- 
ing passages.  Of  particular  excitement  were  the  passages  in 
which  the  chorale  melody  entered  powerfully  in  the  pedals 
accompanied  by  swiftly  moving  lines  played  by  the  hands. 
The  difficult  and  exhasuting  work  was  executed  with  the 
technical  facility  displayed  in  all  works  on  the  program.

MR.  HEILLER  performed  his  own  compositions  with 
the  same  high  standard  of  mastery  and  understanding. 
The  works  themselves  were  remarkable,  for  they  lacked  the 
empty  virtuosic  display  so  common  to  the  works  of  many 
organist-composers.  In  marked  contrast,  the  selections  were 
architecturally  sound,  the  effect  derived  from  the  interplay 
of  beautiful  lines  and  contrasting  movements. 


The  only  possible  desire  yet  unfulfilled  in  the  visit  of 
this  distinguished  artist  is  the  desire  to  hear  the  impro- 
visation for  which  he  is  noted.  The  taxing  program  of  last 
night  necessarily  precluded  improvisation,  but  we  still  hope 
to  be  privileged  during  the  course  of  the  day’s  musical  ac- 
tivities to  hear  the  improvised  product  of  this  great  cre- 
ative mind  and  soul.

„ ,M?X  Golightly’sjiroad  direction  sets  the  jocose  style 
for  The  Man  Who  Mamed  A Dumb  Wife,”  satirical  farce 
which  opened  Tuesday  evening  in  the  BYU  Arena  Theatre. 

, ,uC°,^u  IR?NY  Pei'meates  this  play  about  a Paris  judge 
ot  the  loth  century  who  longs  to  have  his  beautiful,  young 
wife  speak  to  him.  Once  the  flow  of  words  is  tapped,  there 
is  no  stopping  it. 

Playwright  Anatole  France  is  laughing  at  all  of  us 
Are  we  never  satisfied?  He  pokes  fun  at  judges  and  at  doc- 
tois  with  their  obscure  terms  for  ordinary  maladies.  He 
lauds  the  virtue  of  a woman  who  knows  how  to  speak  and 
how  to  stop. 

DIRECTOR  GOLIGHTLY  has  plotted  his  action  around 
an  octagonal  dias  center  stage  which  adds  importance  to 
the  judge  s desk  placed  atop  it. 

_ Every  woman  realizes-  the  importance  of  the  truths 
which  she  must  impart  to  him : “The  cost  of  livin°-  is  <ret- 
tmg  higher  every  day.”  “There  is  no  home  life  any  more  ” 
she  declares.  Every  man  sympathizes  with  the  harried  hus- 
band,  driven  mad  by  her  incessant  prattling.  He  complains 
to  the  doctor,  “You  should  have  given  her  speech,  but  not 
so  much. 

, . WI?AT  DOES  A man  do  when  he  is  beset  by  a talk- 
ative wife?  The  farcical  ending  solves  the  dilemma  but  the 
audience  must  decide  how.  many  husbands  would  wish  to 
adopt  his  cure. 

Robert  White  plays  a strong  lead  as  the  judge.  Tommy 
Stokoe  assumes  an  exaggerated  manner  of  speaking  for  his 
role  as  the  lawyer,  and  John  Richards’  extreme  character- 
ization ignites  the  humor  for  the  medicinal  triumvirate 
of  doctor,  surgeon  and  apothecary. 

1HE  MANY  SMALL  parts  add  a distinctive  flavor  to 
the  period  piece.  Glen  Nelson’s  fine  voice  supplies  a melod- 
ious  commentary  from  the  Blind  Man.  Lynda  De  Rouen  and 
h red  Stout  add  a tart  touch. 

A .,  The  artistry  of  costume  designer  Carol  Michie  con- 
tributes immeasurably  to  the  decor  and  the  authenticity  of 
the  medieval  setting  and  allows  the  actors  to  utilize  the 
comic  possibilities  of  their  attire. 

Not  all  words  were  clearly  distinguishable  in  the  hastv 
delivery  of  flowery  language  and  long  robes  were  occas-' 
lonally  a hazard  to  rapid  movement  on  opening  night.  How- 
eyer,  the  capable  cast  undoubtedly  will  polish  their  tech- 
niques into  finesse  as  they  continue  their  performances.

Dr.  Oliver  R.  Smith,  former 
chairman  of  the  Journalism 
Dept,  and  long-time  teacher  of 
journalistic  arts,  has  returned 
to  Provo  after  a year’s  sabbati- 
cal leave  in  Hawaii. 

Dr.  Smith  and  family  left  by 
plane  for  the  LDS  Church  Col- 
lege of  Hawaii  last  September, 
“But  it’s  good  to  be  back  in 
Provo,”  he  said. 

CONCERNING  HIS  purpose 
at  the  college,  Dr.  Smith  said, 
“My  activity  was  helping  set  up 
a journalism  curriculum  and 
teaching  journalism  and  Eng- 
lish. I was  also  adviser  to  the 
school  newspaper  and  year- 
book.” He  said  that  he  and  his 
family  also  learned  many  things 
about  the  Hawaiian  culture  and 
peoples,  since  the  “main  object 
of  a sabbatical  leave  is  to  gain 
knowledge.” 

Dr.  Smith  and  wife  Barbara 
took  their  eight  children  in  the 
plane  trip,  gave  them  the  oppor- 
tunity of  cultural  experience  in 
the  Islands  for  one  year,  then 
the  family  returned  to  the  main- 
land by  boat.  Their  children  are 
Kay,  19,  a sophomore  at  BYU; 
Olivia,  17;  Kenneth,  15;  Ronald, 
12;  Rebecca,  10;  Debby,  7;  Do- 
rothy, 4;  and  Richard,  2.  Dr. 
Smith  said  the  family  enjoyed 
Hawaii  but  was  glad  to  be  home 
again. 

Concerning  the  Church  Col- 
lege, Dr.  Smith  said  that  “It  is 
the  second  largest  institution  of 
higher  education  in  Hawaii,  sec- 
ond to  the  University  of  Hawaii.” 
He  said  it  had  a 50  per  cent  gain 
in  enrollment  last  year  and,  since 
becoming  a four-year  college  in 
1960,  has  graduated  two  classes 
with  bachelor’s  degrees.  Most  of 
these  were  in  the  field  of  educa- 
tion. 

Dr.  Smith  said  that  under  the 
new  journalism  curriculum,  stu- 
dents can  obtain  a journalism 


minor  under  the  department  of 
English. 

A graduate  of  BYU  in  1938 
with  a bachelor’s  degree,  Dr. 
Smith  then  became  a full  mem- 
ber of  the  BYU  teaching  staff  in 
1940.  He  took  his  first  sabbati- 
cal in  1949,  when  he  obtained  his 
doctorate  from  the  University 
of  Iowa. 

Dr.  Smith  also  took  time  off 
to  serve  an  administrative  po- 
sition in  the  Army  Air  Force 
during  World  War  II.  Still  af- 
filiated with  the  Air  Force,  he 
holds  the  rank  of  Lt.  Col.  (Res.) 
Before  leaving  for  Hawaii,  he 
served  as  unit  commander  for 
the  Air  Force  Reserve  in  Provo. 

Of  future  plans,  Dr.  Smith 
said  he  will  assist  in  the  High 
School  Journalism  Workshop  at 
BYU  in  August,  then  resume 
teaching  journalism  here  in 
September. 

When  interviewed,  Dr.  Smith 
and  children  were  “putting  our 
home  in  shape  again.”  They  live 
at  970  N.  1200  East  in  Provd.
